The 
author now declares that they could 
only “have come from the interior of 
the <‘arill.

I lu s it S e a r tin * I'o Ip s , 
Tile dust iii the jtolar regions has 
often b<*en a source of great irritation 
to PJI cli explorer. 
It falls on the ships

sen wanted to go home on account of 
it. 
The majority of explorers believe 
that it is without doubt dust from a 
stray comet.

Open Water. 
Explorers have frequently been tum- 
<n1 back by open water near the polis 
and instances cl tin I where they came 
near being carried out to sea aud lost.

Greely wrote about open w ater and 
bordering ice walla, with the ship trav­ 
eling lietween. 
Kane could not Imag­ 
ine what became of tin* ice.

slack water, thus showing that it did 
not come from the pole.

As arctic explorers hare often won­ 
dered why rock, gravel and sand ar*' 
found Imbedded In l*ergs and floes, the 
author proceeds to enlighten them with 
Ids opinion, one resulting from careful 
Investigation and common sense. Many
